DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Raymond DiPerna on 2/13/09. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

• Claims 11, 13, 14, 15, 21, and 22 have been cancelled. 

• Claim 16, line 10 "the locking device" has been changed to -the carriage--. 

• Claim 16, line 12 "configured to generate a damping force having" has been 
changed to —and to generate a damping force having a—. 

• Specification p. 6 lines 2, 3, and in para. 21 lines 3 and 12 "damper 24" has been 
changed to —damper 34—. 

• Specification para. 24 lines 1, 2, 4, 6, 8, 9, "damper 34" has been changed to ~ 
damper 34a-. 

2. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and agreed 
upon by applicant: the reference numeral "34" in fig. 6 must be changed to -34a-. In order to 
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avoid abandonment of the application, applicant must make these above agreed upon 
drawing changes. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 16-19 and 23-25, having been amended as described above, are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record is Mayhew et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 4,079,901). Mayhew teaches a damper for retarding the 
acceleration of a turning locking piece. Mayhew fails to teach every single limitation of 
Applicant's independent claims, including a takeoff damper connected to the locking device by 
means of a joint. Mayhew teaches a roller connecting the takeoff damper to the locking device, 
and furthermore since Mayhew's damper undergoes linear translation as the locking device 
undergoes pure rotation, it would not be obvious to modify the damper such that it could be 
connected by a joint to the locking device without using impermissible hindsight. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment 
of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee. 
Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
